United States is 'prepared to revise 
its tariffs through the flexible prpvi 
sions of the existing tariff- law and 
that this is not an empty gesture 
but a definite policy.

sary for foreign governments to ap- 
proach the American government to 
bring about, tariff,revision.''

Recom- 
mendations of the tariff commission 
have to. be ratified by the president 
of, the United States, who has final 
authority to raise or reduce the ex- 
isting: tariffs; by 50

creased;or diminished. 


There'has been much discussion.of 


the retaliatory provisions

American .-tariff law/and there .Have 
been threats that. other countries 
would invoke the reprisals against 
the United States.

been considerable comment on the 
German-Austrian customs union, to- 
gether with proposals, that regional 
exceptions be.made to the most-fa- 
vored-nation treaties.

The king's remark about seeing 


light was explained by the fact that 
a cataract acts much like a curtain 
hung behind the pupil of the eye; 
When this curtain is removed, al- 
though the eye cannot focus to ob- 
jects, it sees clearly. 


A cataract Is not a film over the 


eye, but Is a change in the com- 
position, of the lens which renders 
it more or less opaque." This cloudi- 
ness tends to interfere with clear 
vision. 


The king's leffceye developed the 


cataract six years ago. A cataract 
in" the right eye is not yet ready foi 
surgical treatment.

Police Trying to Complete 


Case Against 6 Men in 


Valentine Murders 


Chicago —(&)— Pollco 
officials 


concentrated today on attempts t 
identify the six gangsters captured 
Friday in a raid on their hide-out In 
East. St. Louis, III., as participants 
in the St. Valentine day massacre 
of seven Moran gangsters In 1929. 


The St. Valentino massacre angle 


entered tho investigation when Ne 
braska authorities produced pictures 
of Thomas B. Connors taken with 
Fred "Killer" Burka and the lat 
ter's pal, Gus Winkler. Machine 
guns found in the hide-out of Burke 
in 'Michigan a year ago were sail 
by ballistic experts to have 
been 


used iu the massacre. Connors ad 
mitted-he knew both men "slightly.1 


Three of the six were recognized 


the police said, as bandits wiio rob- 
bed tho Lincoln National bank and 
Trust Company, Lincoln, Neb., just 
'as preparations were going forwnrc 
to.'bring them from tlio Whiteside- 
co jail at Morrison, 111., to Chicago. 


County Attorney Max Towlo o1 


Lincoln, was pressing the Nebraska 
claim. 


Three Chicago detective bureau 


squads arrived in Morrison last night 
to accompany the prisoners to Chi- 
cago this morning:, and every precau- 
tion was arranged to prevent them 
from escaping.

IBANEZ, THE PROPHET 


Seven years "ago, and not long be- 


fore his death, Blasco Ibanez, author 
of "The Four Horsemen" and many 
other splendid stories) then an exile 
from his native land, hurled his last 
missile at Alfonso, a book entitled 
"The King Must Go." 


Time has proven that the pen is still 


mightier than the sword. 


But "The King Must Go" also proves 


that Ibanez was something of a- pro- 
phet and foretold the dawn of the com- 
ing day. Alfonso appears to have tak- 
en his advice to heart for certainly he 
acted as though familiar with the fol- 
lowing passage: 


"When kings are brought face to 


face with their accusers, -they some- 
times come to a. tragic end, as England 
once proved to the world, and as 
France proved once again. Wise are 
the kings who profit by that lesson and 
escape while yet there is time." 


But Alfonso, too, was not such a bad 


student of the -public pulse for he 
stayed to the last minute and got over 
the moat just as the drawbridge went 
up. Ibanez of course knew, as did 
other Spaniards of intelligence, that 
Spain was in a bad way, not only in 
a governmental sense, but' economical- 
ly, and the law of economics raps at 
every door from humble cottage to 
gilded palace. 


Ibanez pretended to fear -that he 


might do the king an injustice and 
therefore suggested 
a. public trial 


should be held, an idea that never fails 
to make a king shudder. A trial? A 
public trial? Putting in evidence of 
exactly how things were done and 
why? The life of such an idea means 
that a monarchy must perish. 


Ibanez wrote: "But, lest I do him in- 


justic,e, let him be brought to trial 
when Spain has resumed her normal 
existence. Yes, let him be brought to 
trial—not I alone, but the bones of 
20,000 Spaniards bleaching under the . 
African sun, demand it." 


Such-a trial no monarch would ever 


face. 


Ibanez wanted a republic. What a 


"wondrous and beautiful thing a re- 
public is—to those, especially, who have- 
it not. "But a republic means peace, 
and order, and education, and respect 
for liberty and freedom of thought. It 
means an army that is really a nation- 
al army, in the service of. law and or- 
der, -an army of soldiers who know 
their duty, purged of adventurers and 
grafters, aivarmy like the French army', 
the Swiss or the United States," 


And then the writer stated the mod- • 


ern attitude of the ordinary, citizen to- 
wards the nation, a conception that was 
practically unknown Jn Europe a'cen- 
tury ago: "Spaniards wish to unite 
their work to the end that this poor 
Spain, which fell into a deathlike sleep 
years ago, should live again. ' It is a 
work that we all may share, but not 
for a dynasty, not for a class, not for a 
king, but for a nation!" 


And.Fate, which has no heart, ston- 


ily decreed that the one who works so • 
long and faithfully to rid his country 
of .an impossible order, could not be 
present at the triumph of his ideas.

A CONFESSION OF FAILURE 


The Farm Board has ^discovered after long and 


costly experiment that of all the Individualists 
In this Individualistic country the American 
farmer tops the heap. He can be pleaded with, 
cajoled, flattered, threatened and browbeaten; he 
can he told that .every extra grain of wheat or 
boll of cotton he produces cuts the revenue from 
his land and his labor. The cotton grower can be 
told that over production Is his worst weevil and 
the .wheat; farmer that .it is his most destructive 
rust. Told, but not convinced. Good cotton' land 
goes to cotton and good wheat soil to wheat And 
the Government goes into the pockets of the tax- 
payer, generally the city taxpayer, to pay for the 
mistake. 


Now the Farm Board, with 200,000,000 bushels 


of wheat held in storage, bluntly tells the farm- 
ers that 1931 crops will not be stabilized. More 
than that, th'ere is a thinly veiled threat that 
some of those millions -of bushels will have to be 
disposed of on the open market. Thus the grain 
that was taken out of circulation to help the 
farmer is now hanging over his head, poised to 
crush him it he does not stringently reduce pro- 
duction. Yet it is doubtful if this threat will 
bring the farmers scurrying Into tho co-opera- 
tives. What it will do is to provide a continuous 
.depressing factor on the wheat market. 


As the board vitally confesses failure along 


one line of attack on the farm problem, the cry 
is raised again for equalization fees and deben- 
tures, in order that the Government In another 
.way may be .forced to pay high prices for a low- 
priced .product. While the President probably 
will .not succumb to pressure for an extra ses- 
sion, there Is little doubt that some variation-of 
the McNary scheme will be introduced as soon as 
Congress convenes. And with the complexion of 
tho next Congress what it is, there is every like- 
lihood; that it will be passed. 


The;, failure to-stabilize wheat prices hould be 


een for what it is—a danger signal. But our 
law-makers have a sort of stubborn Inability to 
give a disastrous experiment, however noble it 
may'be, and continues to press on to newer and 
graver trials and errors. It should bo clear by 
now, even to the most obtu.se spellbinder from 
.the wheat bolt, that wheat is a world problem, 
and- that' with other nations increasing produc- 
tion our effort to Jack up prices arbitrarily Is 
Mtnply robbing the American farmer on all b\it 
purely domestic markets.—Cincinnati Inquirer, •

Added to the profit al- 
ready given from current operations 
there is a total of $40,246,108 which 
is equivalent to $2.25 a share on the 
stock.

port without any explanation, share- 
holders would have received an un- 
duly favorable impression. The state- 
ment t>iven out by Standard of New 
York was very simple and easy to 
understand but many financial com- 
mentators gave the larger amount 
per share as the earnings.

Chapman of tho Wisconsin college 
oC Agriculture, urges that commer- 
cial fertilizer bo applied in. the hill 
or drill. Some farmers

perienced disastrous results -where 
fertilizers have been applied in the 
wrong way, he states. For best re- 
sults, whero applied with an attach- 
ment, the fertilizer 
should be de- 


livered In a band about two inches 
wide and sprinkled over an area 
ubout sir inches long at the sides of 
the seed. When applied in a small 
bunch right over the seed, thera is 
ipt to be injury to the seed, he has 
tound. 
This danger is greatest in 


lifht soils and In dry season. 


Tho fertilizer analysis or mixture 


used on any given field largely on 
'he type of soil.^ In general, sandy 
tolls and mucks or peats, 
should 


have more potash than phosphorus; 
and heavy soils just rhe reverse. 
Dealers can usually advise on this 
point. Any farmers In doubt as to 
the best mixture to use might con- 
sult tho county agricultural agent.
